''Renewed Interest" 
Resurrecting Toys for Tots in Marion 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

If you happened to witness a couple of women in 
Marion trucking loads of stuffed animals to and from the 
laundromat recently, you probably encountered Betsy 
Duncan and Sandy Dawson, two of the founding mem- 
bers of what they refer to as simply the 'Toy Project/' 

Since 1989, the ladies have been the driving force 
behind a group of about a dozen volunteers who ''resur- 
rect'' and clean up used toys which have been donated for 
distribution to needy children in the area. 

"We now collect (toys) year-round," Ms. Duncan 
said. "We work on (distribution) from mid-September to 
mid-November. Some donations get left at St. Gabriel's 
Church ... others get left at the Marion Garage. My 
daughter is the secretary there and she's very happy to 
collect whatever she can." 

The so-called Toy Project has origins which can be 
traced all the way back to 1938, when Ms. Duncan's 
parents, Randolph and Elizabeth Payson, and her aunt 
and uncle, Marie and Hyde Gillette, started a similar 
collection for the needy just outside Chicago, IL where 
they lived. 

"The last time they did it was the year World War 
II started ... that sort of put a squash on it," Ms. Duncan 
said. "I can remember as a little girl and walking into my 
aunt and uncle's basement and seeing all these toys 
hanging by strings because in those days they didn't have 
plastic toys — everything was wooden. So they repainted

them all. They fixed bicycles, games ... everything." 

In fact, Ms. Duncan proudly noted that her uncle 
Hyde, now 96 and living in Wellesley, MA, still makes an 
effort to come down to Marion every year to witness the 
toy giveaway firsthand. 

Since its local inception in 1989, Ms. Duncan 
estimates they have collected and given away some 1,000 
"resurrected" toys each year — but 2003 might have been 
their best ever. 

"This year I think we gave closer to 1,500 (toys)," 
Ms. Duncan said. "Ninety percent of them are used toys, 
but the soft toys have all been to the laundromat, washed 
and dried; the puzzles have all been done to make sure 
they have all their pieces; the games are all checked to be 
sure they have directions and all their pieces; even the 
electronic toys are checked to make sure they work." 

Ms. Dawson said she is in charge of both elec- 
tronic toys — which have become increasingly popular of 
late — and the traditional Barbie dolls which never seem 
to go out of style. "(The Barbie dolls) are put (into) cut- 
down shoeboxes that have been covered ... and then 
they're shrink-wrapped and they all have extra outfits

with them," Ms. Dawson said. "\ know more about Barbie 
dolls than I really wish to ... but we have a good time.'' 

Ms. Duncan admitted the whole idea was met 
with some resistance when she first suggested it, which 
she initially found surprising. " K lot of people would 
have nothing to do with us (at first) because they were 
used toys,'' she said. 

"They're really recycled (toys) ... which children 
no longer play with and would be thrown away anyway," 
Ms. Dawson said. 

Noting that by recycling over 1,000 toys each year 
they are not only "saving the landfill" but also providing 
presents to children who might otherwise go without, Ms. 
Duncan also proudly boasted that the project has become 
an opportunity for area seniors to volunteer their time 
and talents for a worthy cause. 

"I think the average age (of our volunteers) must 
be 70 or 75," she said. "A number of our workers are in 
their 80s. We have about 14 people (total) and we average 
12 every Thursday (during distribution). It also gives 
them a time to socialize, which they don't normally 
have." 

Ms. Duncan said the toys are distributed with 
assistance from several social workers from the area who 
are associated with various outreach programs. One of 
her key connections has become the Dick Melloni Youth 
Foundation Christmas Toy Drive based in Onset (West 
Wareham), which takes any surplus toys remaining after

mid-November. 

"Some of these toys go all the way to the islands 
— the Cape and the Vineyard/' Ms. Dawson said. "And 
we packed some off to Lowell, MA this year. It's just been 
by chance that it has started to grow." 

Although the important work of arranging 
distribution takes place during an intense one-month 
period just before the holidays, Ms. Duncan noted this has 
become a year-round venture for her small-knit group of 
volunteers, who each has specific talents to lend. 

"We have one woman who we call our surgeon, 
and another who washes all the plastic toys," she said. 
"We also have brushers and bowers, then we have our 
electricians. This is all done at my house. It's amazing 
how much you can get in a cardboard box. We have 
another group that checks all the games and puzzles. 
Pretty much everyone knows what they're going to do." 

From the end of September through just before 
Thanksgiving, the "renewed" toys are gathered in the 
Parish Hall of St. Gabriel's Church in Marion for distribu- 
tion and the volunteers get to see the fruits of their labor 
on display. 

"It makes us both very proud ... to see what 
we've done," Ms. Duncan said. 

"Then there's the Monday after distribution, 
when there's nothing to do," Ms. Dawson countered. 

Having conceived the idea to start the local effort 
in Marion after her husband Bob passed away, Ms.

FERRETS 

I am thinking about getting a pet ferret. Will a ferret get 
along with my child and dog? 
Ferrets and dogs usually get along fine. Ferrets 
should not be left alone with small children as these 
animals seem to be attracted to fats in kid's skin and 
may bite. 

Do ferrets require special care? 

A home must be "ferret proofed" to avoid escape and 
ingestion of rubber and plastic items. Ferrets should 
eat ferret food or a premium quality dry kitten food. 

What routine veterinary care do ferrets require? 
Ferrets are very susceptible to canine distemper and 
require annual vaccinations for this disease as well as 
for rabies. Ferrets older than 3 years old frequently 
develop cancer of the adrenal glands, pancreas and 
lymphatic system.

logical Seminary. He returned to Chiang Mai, Thailand for 
four more years of service as director of the music depart- 
ment of Thailand Theological Seminary 

In 1972, he received a certificate in music educa- 
tion from the Orff Institute in Salzburg, Austria. He then 
moved to Bluffton College in Ohio for two years as 
instructor of music.

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Weary Warrior

The Last Samurai. Starring Tom Cruise and Ken 
Watanabe. Directed by Edward Zwick. Running 
time: 145 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Bearded and long-haired, Tom Cruise in The Last Samurai is a 
movie star's egocentric dream of noble machismo — the white 
man who enters a foreign culture, an ancient warrior class, and 
proves himself worthy. It's typical of Hollywood that Cruise has 
been chosen to play the lead in a heavily fictionalized account of 
the samurai rebellion led by Japanese hero Takamori Saigo in 
1877. In real life, very needless to say, there was no disgruntled 
Civil War captain named Nelson Algren (Cruise), who, captured 
by samurai forces, learns to love the nobility and elegance of their 
ways. A significant piece of Japanese history takes a back seat to 
the spiritual reawakening of Tom Cruise. 

I suppose Dances with Wolves (to which this movie owes more 
than to, dare I say it. The Seven Samurai) was similarly dishonest; 
but that was a guilty white dream of atonement for tne atrocities 
perpetrated on Native Americans, and Kevin Costner was helping 
to defend an entire people, not a class of once-elite warriors who'd 
been part of an oppressive hierarchy. Some of us went along with 
Costner's daydream, self-aggrandizing as it sometimes was, be- 
cause it reflected a genuine curiosity about an extinguished way 
of life. Here, though, the bitter Algren has flashbacks to his own 
genocidal rampages under Custer; he drinks a lot and has an air 
of self-disgust over what he did and saw, and he's Tom Cruise, so 
we're supposed to forgive him. 

Hired by the Japanese to train an army to destroy the rebel- 
lious samurai — who resist the modernization of the military and 
the nation — Algren, leading a bunch of shaky recruits, goes 
down, but not without a fight. The leader of the samurai, Katsumoto 
(Ken Watanabe), sees how fiercely Algren defends himself (to 
point up Algren's superhuman ferocity, director Edward Zwick 
— never one for subtlety — zeroes in on a flagpole Algren uses to 
hold off his attackers, the flag emblazoned with a growling tiger) 
and orders him taken alive. Back at samurai headquarters, Algren 
is nursed back to health by the widow (played by the model 
Koyuki) of one of the samurai he killed. 

Guilt over battle prowess rubs elbows confusingly with pride 
in it. According to the Dances with Wolves template, Algren should 
be content to live among the wise and noble people in the sanctity 




of nature, and absent 
himself from the vio- 
lence of his past. But 
these are samurai; mak- 
ing war is what they do. 
Since they won't adopt 
modern tactics like 
guns or cannons, 
Algren is of little help 
to them other than be- 
ing one more guy with 
a sword. He becomes 
proficient at swords- 
manship, until even the 
more disdainful of the 
samurai grudgingly al- 
low that this one has 
potential. 

What is the theme — to say nothing of the point — of this 
lumbering if strikingly photographed (by John Toll) mini-epic? 
Edward Zwick seems smitten with the paradoxes and confusions 
of war or military action, as in Legends of the Fall, The Siege, Courage 
Under Fire, and riis best film. Glory (which Zwick cribs from here 
when Cruise forces a jittery recruit to load and fire to prove that his 
army isn't ready, just like Matthew Broderick firing his pistol right 
next to a black soldier as he tries to load and fire) . I can't really work 
out how Zwick feels about war from film to film, though in this 
movie it's certainly useful as a violent panorama against which 
manhood is tested and proven. The real point of the film seems to 
be the poster image of a battle-ready Tom Cruise waving a sword 
and all decked out in gleaming red-and-black samurai armor. 

Finally, forgive me, but why are we supposed to care about 
the extinction of the samurai way? The dying tradition here is that 
of men born into a warrior class that killed according to the wishes 
of their masters. (Japanese peasants, who were sometimes be- 
headed for having offended a samurai, probably had a far less 
romantic view of the class.) Whose idea was it to deliver a holiday 
blockbuster whose message is that it's okay to kill as long as you 
kill with dignity? The Last Samurai glorifies war as a necessary way 
of life. It's not a way of life I'm interested in putting on a pedestal, 
thanks.

Rose-Colored Life

They say truth is stranger than fiction. 

Or at least as creative and inspirational. 

Just ask author Gretchan A. Pyne of Wareham, a woman 
who learned firsthand how to turn tragedy into triumph and her 
little daughter's rose-colored perceptions into published prose. 

Despite losing her four-year-old daughter Olivia "IaAvl" 
Pyne to a tragic accident two years ago, Gretchan felt compelled 
to publish a children's book which she felt would both entertain 
young readers and, hopefully, teach their parents something 
about life. Hence, Lulu's Rose Colored Glasses was born, inspired 
by a real-life incident which took place the spring prior to Olivia's 
death. 

"Basically, Lulu changed my perspective that day," Ms. Pyne 
said. "It's a book for parents, even though it's a children's book. 
To teach them to see the world through children's eyes. If par- 
ents would just take a moment once in a while to see the world 
through their kids' eyes, it could make all the difference." 

At the time, Gretchan said she simply jotted the incident 
down so she'd remember it. She never dreamed of ever having 
the tale published ... or that she'd soon lose Lulu during a family 
trip to a Wellfleet ice cream stand when a metal bike rack fell on 
her and caused blunt trauma to the little girl's chest. 

"I think initially I just wrote the story to myself, to always 
remember that moment," she said. "We displayed the story at 
her funeral with the rose-colored glasses ... and after she passed 
away, I thought this was a story that kids would love. When some- 
one you love dies, all you get are the memories of those mo- 
ments. You don't always get to relive those moments. It's so im- 
portant to do that." 

Gretchan and her husband Warren decided to self-publish 
the book under their own "Lulu Belle Books" banner, with a por- 
tion of the proceeds from the $11.95 item being donated to the 
Olivia L3mn P3me Scholarship Fund, which they also founded. 
Ms. Pyne is also greatly indebted to artist Anne Carrozza-Remick, 
who graciously offered to illustrate the book with pastel-colored 
paintings for free. 

"It was a labor of love for her," Ms. Pyne said. "She did a 
beautiful job. It was all an act of love." 

The initial 1,000-copy press run of Lulus Rose Colored Glasses 
arrived just before Thanksgiving and Ms. Pyne said the books 
are now available at some 17 retail outlets throughout the area. 
In just a couple of weeks, she has been overwhelmed with the 
response to the touching tale her daughter inspired. 

"So many wonderful things have happened," she said. 
"People are buying the book for loved ones, for friends. One 
woman said (she was buying it for) her sister who was fighting 
breast cancer. People seem to be inspired by Lulu's story. As a 
mother, I think that is the most wonderful thing."

Of course, the book has had some personal benefits, too. 
Being able to share this vivid and poignant memory of how a 
little girl was able to quickly change her mother's mood once 
upon a dreary, gloomy New England day has been very cathar- 
tic for Gretchan and helped her through the grieving process. 

"It's like the gift that keeps on giving, this book," she said. 
"I am so pleased. To me, it's just so nice to see people ... opening 
up their hearts. That feels good as a grieving parent." 

And although the story itself may seem like an appropriate 
literary metaphor for viewing the world with optimism, Gretchan 
insists the tale is true. In fact, each copy of the book comes with a 
tiny pair of rose-colored glasses tied to it with a ribbon, just like 
the ones Olivia wore on that day. 

"Her father bought her those glasses two to three weeks prior 
and she lost them," Ms. P3me said. "It was a typical New En- 
gland day, and I was feeling really bummed out and she found 
the rose-colored glasses in the car. The story did happen the way 
it is in the book! It was so profound to me how she changed my 
perception that day. I know the rose-colored glasses are a sym- 
bol of that and it makes it that much more special to me." 

The book closes with a memorial poem titled "Favorite An- 
gel" written by illustrator Anne Carrozza-Remick, and Ms. Pyne 
said the makeshift publishing office for Lulu Belle Books is 
adorned with angels to remind her of Olivia's guiding presence. 
Indeed, there's an angel looking over Ms. Pyne's shoulder ... and 
this one has become her literary muse.
